I could get two men who 
reside here to go there per day work and get the rest 
of labor required by engaging Indians. 

As Whitefish Lake School is in an out of the way 
place I think it almost impossible to get any one to 
take the contract, the best way would be take the men 
over there, and purchase all material they would require, 
and the work would be done in much less time than wait- 
ing to receive any tender. 

The men ask $ 2.50 per day and board and fares 
to and from Naughton, they would also have to do there 
own cooking. The total cost of repairs and foundation 
should not exceed. $ 250.00.

loose board in the floor I found two fest of water under 
the class-room, and some of the wileepers so decayad that 
they wwill not hold the nails. No concrete foundation 
can be seen abpve the ground, and the sills appear to be 
still below the surface and are sprung out of place with 
the frost. I should judge by the hole underneath the olass- 
room that the building has been raised two feet since it was , 
first erected ,but no new sleepers or floor were'put in. 

I might say that this building is situated below the hill 
on the level with the Whitefish Lake and cannot be drained, the 
water lies under the school room nine months -im:eachryear, 
which causes it to be very unsanitary. During the winter months

After taking the pupils to the Wikwemixong Indus— 


trial School I visited, as inatructed, the Wikwemikongsing 
and South Bay Day schools, which are situated on the un- 
ceded portion of Manitoulin Island, The reports of the 
Separate School Inspector on the work at these two schools 
have always been most commendatory and, after personal 
visits, I feel that these reports are entirely correct. 

I reached Wikwemikongsing about 9,30 a.m, ahd 
found ten children present, nine of whom Were girls, The 
girls Were in the midst of a lesson in domestic science 
and there was just being removed from the oven in the 
teacher's r@ésidence a tempting looking batch of bread, 
Miss Frawley and her companion are certainly enthusiastic 
workers, The school-room and living quarters were clean 
and tidy, All the children in this school can knit and 
they are gl ven sewing lessons in addition to the in- 
struction in baking. Seven giris out of the nine are kept 


ght in the old school 


from Monday morning ti 
building 
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pbuilding. The Department now furnishes some supplies for 
@ mid-day meal and the Indian parents are supposed to supply 
other provisions. Miss Frawley, however, states that they 
are somewhat remiss in their duty and it often falls upon 
her to provide from her slender means the funds for buying 
these provisions, as well as clothes occasionally, They 
were making some quilts for the beds which were furnished 
by the Department a few years ago and I Would recommend 
that the Department furnish seven pairs of blankets and 
sufficient enamel to re-enamel their bedsteads and also 
linoleum for the dormitory room, which is about 14 feet 

by 18, It 1s in this room that they have their sewing 
lessons and it is very difficult for the teacher to Keep 
the floor clean, ‘The linoleum can be purchased at a 
reasonable price in Manitowaning. A teacher's chair 18 
also needed, 

Miss Lech, teacher at the south Bay School, is 
most energetic, so far as the class-room work is con- 
cerned the standing at her school may be a little higher 
than at Mise Frawley's and she also is doing a great deal 
for the young Indians of the section in which she is 
working. There Were sixteen children present on the 


afternoon of my vi sit, There is at present bi 
r 
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for approval a letter authorizing the purchase of some 
furnishings for the school-room end teacher's quarters, 
etc,, at this school. It is their intention to keep in 
residence during the winter some of the pupils living at 
a distance from the school. 

I am sorry that these schools are 80 situated 
phat they are seldom seen by anybody except the Indian 
Agent and the missionaries who visit the reserves, as 
either or both of them would be distinctly a credit to 
any white neighborhood, in respect to buildings, equip- 
ment and class-room work. In poth these schools there 
are organs, for the purchase of which the Department 
was not asked to contribute and, taking everything into 
consideration, the Department should do what it can to 
make conditions comfortable for those who are making subh 
@ sacrifice for the Indian children, JI may here mention 
that both Miss Frawley and Mies Leuch are the holders of 
teacher's certificates, At south Bay too there is a com 
panion for the teacher, who assists in the domestic science 
work and in the care of the resident children, The Depart- 
ment does not allow any salary for these helpers, These 
are virtually improved day schools of the best type and 


for similar serivce in the west we are called upon to pay 
wages 
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wages, to those who prepare the mid-day meals, etc, 

I would, therefore, récommend that as a recog- 
nition of merit and to aid in the financing of their 
work, the salaries of these two teachers be increased 


from $400.00 to $450.00 per annum,

property. 
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The school is now closed awaiting settlement, 
The teacher is under salary and school material and supplies 
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will have to be furnished before it can be opened, I think 
it well, as I am going to Spanish Rivér and Sault ste, Marie, 
to interview Father Desautels and find out on what he bases

his claim for compensation for the use of the building, It 
would not be well for the Department to enter into an agree— 
ment recognizing their title to the property, as it has never 
been surrendered and they have simply been granted use for 
certain purposes, There is no doubt that the Department 

has a perfect right to take possession of the building, as 


it has contributed $8,000.00, as shown by the papers on file, 
towards 
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towards its erection and it is built on unsurrendered land, 
I consider that Father Desautels is endeavouring to obtain 
recognition of their claim to the land, which does not 
exist, The opening of the school in this building wuld 
not interfere with any valid claim the church might have 
for compensation, but until they can show that they have 
such c¥aim there is no reason why they should be allowed 
to virpually close the school.

re-roofed with iron shingles, or the old roof will have 
to be ratsed higher Amvorder to give it more elevation, 
and then wooden shingles will do.
